Guards; being arrived at the Hotel, the Roman 
Nobility difmounted from their Horfes, and went 
into their Coaches, to avoid all Diſpute about Rank 
with the Gentlemen belonging to the Cardinals; 
the Grand Conftable mounted his Horfe, and pro- 
ceeded towards St. Peter’s Church, before him 


the Hotel; the Grand Conftable went the next 
Day to take into his Coach Cardinal Cienfuegos 
at bis Palace, from wheoce they both went to Br. 
Peter's Church, and being returned to the Hotel 
Colonna, there was againa numerous Affembly, and 
among them, befides the Perfons who were there 
the Day before, the Cardinals Cortadini, the Cham- 
berlain Cardinal Albani, and the Ambafladours of 
Malta and Boulogne. At Night another fine Fire- 
work was played off, and the Hotel illuminated 
within aud without. The Grand Conftable gave 
each Day a ſplendid Collation to the Company. 
and a Fountain of Wige to the Common People.
